0dd Fellows' New Home.

The pioneer lodge of Nebraska of the In-
dependent Order of Odd fellows is Omaha
lodge No. 3, and it 18 ercoting s lasting
monument to its stability, cnterprise and

prospevity, that is creditable both to the 1

city and the order.

For a number of years this lodge has been
the possessor of o lavge interest in the prop-
erty situnted at [ourteenth ana Dodgo
streots and known as Odd Fellows hall,
This interest the lodge retains. In aadition
it is the sole owner of the lot adjoining Odd
Fellows hall on the north and the Dellone
hotel on the south.

As the memboership of the order In this
city has increased year by year and new
lodges have sprung into existonce the mem-
bers of No. ¥ conceived the idea of o mag-
nificent Odd Fellowa hall that would eclinse
in grandenr, beayuty and convenience all such
in the midwest. With this idea in view
rommittees were named and all the prelim-
lunry steps necessury Lo carry oul such an
enterprise were perfected,

As quickly ns possible after the prelimi-
narystens had been taken plaus and specifi-
vations for the constraction and reconstruc-
tion of the building on the site were ap-
rrovcﬂ, the necessary funds provided and

he following members were chosen to carry

ut the construction of the temple of Odd
Cellowship:  John I Flanoegan, C, B,
Browniee and W. IL Green, With charac-
teristic enterpriso these gentlemen took
hold of matters and pushed them rapidly.
A lurge forvee of mechanics and workingmen
soon demolished the portions of the huilding
occupying the site thut it was intended
should be reconstructed, This wus somo six
weeks ago, and in the tme intervening with
that and the present the three-storystrue-
ture is nearly inclosed, 1Iv is expected that
the exterior work will be completed within
three weeks at the farthest. It will require
until the latter days of Janunry or first days
of February to complote the hullding entire
Toroccupnney, The bullding will stand threa
stories high and vesoment, 1t will be con-
structed in the main of pressed brick, with
trmmings of stone.  Particular avtention
has been given to stability of constructlon
and thoe foundntion and walls will stand the
storms of ages, 80 says Builaing Inspector
Tilly, 1n size the building will be 44x6i fect.
Yhe frontage of forty-four feet, on Four-
teenth street, will be guite attractive in
architectural design,

Particular attention has been pawd to the
intorior construction ana arrangelacnt of
the building for the purposes it was origin-
ully intendad. The bascwent is high aud
well arvanged.  Here are located the boilers
that will provide the steam beat. The dirst,
or ground floor, is divided Into two first-cluss
storerooms.  The two upper floors are to bo
arranged und exclusively Cevoted to lodge
purposes, On the second Hoor, in the rear,
will be loeated the dinibg room, 24x40 feet in
size.  Hove, nlso, will an elegantly wp-
gululml oulingry department. The front

alf of this story will ba apportioned to
ladies’ and gentlemen's parlors. From this
floor the third will bo galned by means of a
stilrway located in the southesst corner,
Here will ge the main lodge room, It witl be
40250 feet in size with & ceiling oinetecn and
one-halt feor bhign. In the conter of tais
room will arise a dome from the gelling
which will be fourteen feet across, This
room, as those on the other floors, will be
tinished in white onk,

Already the plans for the interlor srrauge-
ments and decorations of the two upper

rs have been agreed Lo, s huve those for
furnishing the same, The full splendor and
beauty of the ledge rooms can better and
more fully be appreciated when throwu open
10 the 216 members of Omaha lodge, whoso

An Italign Inventor proposes a novel
method  for  duplicating coples of
writlog, I'he mechanism for lxliu pur-
pose Is provided with two pens, sup-
ported by a Iramework in slich a man-
ner that their points are always in the
same horizontal plane; a pen at "the
right 18 intended for the operator or
writer, und the leaststroke made by this
pen is at the same time duplicated by a

wn at the left.  The framework is so
Jointed and hinged that the pens can be
‘moved in any direction, and o counter-
balance takes the weight of the Irame
from the hand, so that the act of writin
is made almost as casy as with the usua
pen and holder.,  Two ink wells are
provided at the base of the stand, and
the dipping of a pen in one well causes
the pen to dip in the opposite well; and
when the two sheets of paper to be writ-
ten on are placed parallel to each other
and secured, the remainder of the work
is as slmple as ordinary writing.
